United Nations shall promote. . . 
international cultural and educa- 
tional cooperation."

tion didn't cause a great deal of 
interest 
when the Charier 
was 


being written. But its importance 
will loom larger as steps are ta- 
upn to pul il into effect. 
..? 


The first of these' steps-.will lSk< 
a conference of Ihe world's min- 
isters of education, 
to be hold 


shortly in London. The conference 
intends lo scl up an educational 
and cultural body to combat what 
one of tho American delegates has 
called "cultural isolation." 


The ministers and their staffs will 


be undertaking a long and difficult 
program. Confronting them will be 
a world accumulation disinterest. 
It may take a generation for their 
work to show any significant rc- 
Jnlls. 


But the ultimate achievement of 


world peace may depend as much 
on this program as on any con- 
certed effort of nations. Means for 
settling international disputes, 
by 


force of arms 
if necessary, are 


outlined in the 
United 
Nations 


Charier. It is obvious, however, 
that il would be far belter to get 
at 
the source 
of such disputes 


and destroy them before they grow 
into serious problems. 


Much 
international bad 
feeling 


.'ijems from misunderstanding. Cul- 
tural and educational co-operation 
among nations will 
not provide

Over Palestine Homeland 
Threatens Peace of World

One of tiie most dangerous of 
me many crises which are threat- 
eruns international peace is that 
growing out of the- dispute 
over 


whether unrestricted Jewish immi- 
f ration ,sh6uld be permitted Into 
alestine. 
This of course involves the 
his- 
toric question of the establishment 
of a Jewish national home in the 
Holy, Land. A host of 
homeless 
Jews in Eurooe — refugees 
from 
the HiUerian storm—are crying for 
a raising of the barriers. Arabs in 
Palestine and in neighboring coun- 
tries are offering bitter opposition 
— and threats of armed strife are 
in the air.

The situation demands quick ad- 
justment, but it bristles with com- 
plications. The British government, 
which holds the mandate for Pal- 
estine, is trying to handle this hot 
uotnto and the matter has been 
the subject of conversation between 
London and Washington. There has 
been ti growing leeling in England 
that the United States should share 
in the responsibility of trying 
to 
reach a Solution 


This column yesterday suggested 
that the" Javanese revolt 
against 


Dutch rule, and the native rebellion 
dn French-Indo China, might well 
be ta&,en up by the new world se- 
ciuity organization for settlement. 
The question of self-determination 
,ls a logical one to come before 
' all the'United Nations. There natu- 
rally ''would have to be mediation 
by some country, to halt the fight- 
ang and preserve the status quo, 
.pending the time when the secur- 
ity organization gets into full action. 


Why shouldn't a" similar program 
be applied to the Palestine diffi-

pneumonia, a temperature of 103

reassured. 


Every family should own a good 


thermometer, preferably one which 
is certified aa accurate.

Jewish-Arab Controversy 
Over Palestine Homeland 
Threatens Peace of World

One of tiie most dangerous of 
me many crises which are threat- 
eruns international peace is that 
growing out of the- dispute 
over 


whether unrestricted Jewish immi- 
f ration ,sh6uld be permitted Into 
alestine. 
This of course involves the 
his- 
toric question of the establishment 
of a Jewish national home in the 
Holy, Land. A host of 
homeless 
Jews in Eurooe — refugees 
from 
the HiUerian storm—are crying for 
a raising of the barriers. Arabs in 
Palestine and in neighboring coun- 
tries are offering bitter opposition 
— and threats of armed strife are 
in the air. 
• 


The situation demands quick ad- 
justment, but it bristles with com- 
plications. The British government, 
which holds the mandate for Pal- 
estine, is trying to handle this hot 
uotnto and the matter has been 
the subject of conversation between 
London and Washington. There has 
been ti growing leeling in England 
that the United States should share 
in the responsibility of trying 
to 
reach a Solution 


This column yesterday suggested 
that the" Javanese revolt 
against 


Dutch rule, and the native rebellion 
dn French-Indo China, might well 
be ta&,en up by the new world se- 
ciuity organization for settlement. 
The question of self-determination 
,ls a logical one to come before 
' all the'United Nations. There natu- 
rally ''would have to be mediation 
by some country, to halt the fight- 
ang and preserve the status quo, 
.pending the time when the secur- 
ity organization gets into full action. 


Why shouldn't a" similar program 
be applied to the Palestine diffi- 
'culty? Certainly there could be no 
better, jury before which to lay the 
case than the full assembly of the 
new League of Nations. As a mat- 
ter of fact, any matter affecting 
the Palestine mandate 
naturally 
would fall to the security organiza- 
tion, as successor to the League of 


- Nations which originally 
granted 
the mandate to Britain. 


. This idea doesn't involve 
any 


suggestion that Britain be asked to 
smrender the mandate. The point 
ss that the problem of the Jewish 
national home has got too big and 
complicated for any one country to 
handle. Indeed, it is doubtful if the 
decision of 
any 
single 
country 


\vould be accepted by both sides to 
ttje controversy. 
i-There always has 
been 
great 


Arabian opposition to the establish- 
ment ut a Jewish national home 
m Palestine, and there has been 
n.uch violence over the years dur- 
rag which the effort has been 
made.- This great project was set 
forth in the so-called Balfour dec- 
laration by Britain in 1917. That 
document, which recorded the ideal 
and recognized pitfalls, 
sard in 
part: 


s"His 
majesty's 
government 
views .with favor the establishment 
m* Palestine of a national home for 
the 4gwish people, and will use their 
best .endeavqrs to facilitate 
the 
achievement .dr that object. It being 
clearly understood that nothing 
shall be done which may prejudice 
the civil and religious rights of 
existing non-Jewish communities 
m Palestine, or the rights and po-

Arthur's unprecedented orders for 
the diplomatic isolation of Japan.

the government would "exercise 
great care" in following the orjder, 
but that foreign

"would sound out" Allied authori-

MacArthur yesterday ordered Ja- 
pan to transfer all of her diploma- 
tic and consular

representatives from 
abroad. The directive was

President Truman in a forceful, 12- 
point enunciation of American for- 
eign policy notified the world to- 
day that this country will refuse to 
recognize any government that is 
imposed 911 any nation by the force 
ol a loreign power. 


Issuing a blun^'Miands-off" warn- 
ing regarding the 
liberated 
and 


war-weakened countries, the presi- 
dent at the same time assured the 
world that our possession of the 
atomic bomb constituted "no threat 
to any nation." 


"The possession in our hands of 
this new power of destruction we 
regard as a sacred trust," he said 
in a historic Navy Day 
speech. 
'Because of our love of peace, the 
thoughtful people of the world know 
that the trust will not be violated 
that it will be faithfully executed " 
I he president expressed the hope 
lhat the atomic bomb eventually 
might be outlawed. 


"Indeed," he said, "the 
highest 
hope of the American people is that 
world cooperation for peace 
will 
soon reach such a state of perfec- 
tion that atomic methods of 
de- 
struction can be definitely and ef- 
fectively outlawed forever. 
The president used his Navy Day 
address to announce this country's 
intention to retain even in 
peace 
the 
"greatest naval 
power 
on 
earth." Together with our 
strong 
land and air forces, he said, it will 
be used to promote and protect a 
foreign policy of righteousness and 
justice. 


Mr. Truman spoke in the sheep 
meadow of New York city's sprawl- 
ing Central Park, after a tour of 
the city and another address at the 
commissioning of the U.S.S. Frank- 
lin D. Rooselyel, the navy's new- 
est super-carrier. He was to re- 
view the fleet in New York harbor 
during the afternoon, returning to 
Washington tonight. 


In his most vigorous definition of 
this country's foreign policy, 
the 
president minced no words in say- 
ing that the United States advocat- 
ed self-government for all people 
who are prepared for it, and that 
their choice should be made with- 
out "interference from any 
for- 
eign power." 
' 


"We shall," he said in a national- 
ly broadcast address, "refuse 
to 


recognize any government imposed 
upon any nation by the force of 
any foreign' power, -^n same Cases 
it may be impossible to prevent 
forceful imposition of such a gov- 
ernment. But the United Stales will 
not recognize any such 
govern- 
ment." 


This position was the keystone 


of the foreign policy outlined by 
the president. 


The chief executive admitted that 
"we are now passing through a 
difficult phase of international re- 
lations." But he said the current 
international 
differences 
among 
the victorious Allies were not "hope 
less or irreconcilable." 
"There arc no conflicts of inter- 
est among the victorious powers so 
deeply rooted that they can not be 
resolved," he said in apparent ref- 
erence to current policy differences

ic bomb, the president affirmed his 
prior declaration that this country 
will not reveal the industrial know- 
how of atomic bomb production.

Conflicts over tax cuts for business 
appeared the major obstacle today 
to breaking the Senate-House dead- 
lock over provisions of the

lax relief bill. 


Conferees of the two Houses re- 
newed their search for a settle- 
ment after failing in two sessions 
yesterday to r-esolve any. of 
the 
major 
differences 
between 
the 
House and Senate versions. 
It was evident that the key to 
agreement would be found in re- 
solving the dispule over the 95 per 
cent wartime excess profits tax on. 
corporations. The Senate voted'to 
repeal it next year. The House 
wanted to cut it to. .60 per cent in 
lH4b and to reduce 
the regular 
normal-surtax rate of 40 per cent 
on corporations to 36 per cent 
_ Chairman-Robert L. Doughton, 
p., N. C., of the House Ways and 
Means Committee told reporters 
last night that the House confer- 
ees wiuld like to see the tax re- 
pealed if corporations not 
subject 
to it could be given relief with- 
out too great a loss in treasury 
revenue. 


Total tax liabilities would be cut 
more than $6,000,000,000 for 
1946 
by repeal of the excess profits tax 
along vvith the cut in other cor- 
porate income taxes porposed by 
the House and individual income 
tax reductions. The administration 
has asked that the figure be held 
near 
$5,000,000,000, 
and 
House 
Democrats have indicated unwill- 
ingness to go lar above it 


Because of that situation, it ap- 
peared likely that any agreement 
on corporate ta.xes would result in 
elimination of die House proposal 
to cut wartime excise taxes back 
to 1942 levels. 


Doughton indicated he expected.-' 
no serious" dispute: over the aiffer-'" 
ing House and Senate 
proposals 
lor cutting individual income taxes. 
Ihe House plan would cut personal 
taxes $2,627,000,000 and the Senate 
plan by $2,644,000 000. Both would 
remove 12,000,000 taxpayers 
from 
the rolls by raising normal tax 
exemptions. 


The conferees agreed Friday to 
exempt the service pay of all en- 
listed personnel from income tax.

son,

the scientists would 
"let 
them- 
selves be shot" before divulging the 
bomb producing secrets. 
Nevertheless, 
he 
said, 
they 
should be under guard to keep from 
being exposed to any such danger. 
Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper, R.. 
la., agreed. 


"If there are men who know the 
entire 
formula, ' 
Johnson 
said, 
"they certainly should be protect- 
ed. Bandits mignt get hold of them 
and exact the secret; enemy agents 
might get hold of them."

,vith the views of leading 
bomb 
scientists revealed that some 
of

threats to their safety.
